THE WATER SUPPLY. 

The Effeets of the Rain. - 

Many people have doubtless 
been wonderiog whether the 
Public Works Dapartment - is 
going fo turn on a fall water 
supply in view of the rains of the 
peat two or three days, buf in 
consequence af anquities we made 
to-day, wo ate able to announce 
that for the time being, at any 
rate, the supply to tha public is 
not going to be jncteased. The 
authorities ara very wisely wait- 
ing to see whether there is any 
further rafnfall, as they are 
anxious to conserve the quantity 
stored until there is absolutely 
no danger of a serious 
shortage taster on. Ft is 
not the present season 
which the authorities are con- 
cerned about; it is the dry season 
which will follow the end of the 
summer, . 


The quantity of water stored in |- 


Hongkong waa increased by 5 
further 66,000,000 gallons yester- 
day, bringing up the total to 
700,000,000. As the daily con- 
sumption with a full supply turn- 
éd on is about 10,000,000 gallons 
daily, there would only te 70 
days’ supply wera the mder malo 
system discontinued. Kow'oon 
is, relatively, bc a worse position. 
The total quantity stored in 
Kowloon this morning amounted 
to 108,090,000 gallons, and the 
daily consumption there with a 
fall supply turned on is about 
2,000,000 gallons, or enough to 
tast for 54 days. Tho restrictions 
will, therefore, be continued uatil 
a pointis resched where the full 
supply cam be given to the in- 
habitants. without endangering 
fatura needs.

PALESTINE AND SYRIA 


Tired of Mandates: Mr. C. R. 
‘Crane's View. 


[A report recently gainad cur- 
rency, but was soon contradicted, 
that Mr. Crane, lately U.S. mini- 
ster to Peking, had been sentenc- 
ed toslong term of imprisonment 
by the Grovernmant of French 
Syria, throcgh which he was 
passing.} , 

Mr Charles R. Crane,a wealthy 
American who lately finished his 
service as American Minister to 
Chios, has lately passed through 
London on his way to America. 
During the last two months Mr. 
Crane has travglled through 
Palestine, Syria, and Egypt. He 
has also visited Constantinople, 
Czecbo-Slovakia. and other places 
on his way to Loodon. . 

Though past middle fife, 
Mir, Crane is exceedingly 
active and alert both physically 
and , intellectually, and he 
preserves a youthfulness of 
appesrance.asd ontlook -which, 
added to his ripe exper- 
tence, are very impressive. Bao 
fore leaving. Mr. Crane made a 
statement to & representative of 
the Times -— 

T have’ been in and out of Pales- 
tine and Syriz a great many 
times, beginning with the year 
1878, end was, e-pecially, 
on the American section at 
the Inter-A3lied Committee on 
Mandates and Turkey in the 
year 1919. . 

We left Bearsbeba on June 6, 
I9L9, and zigzsgged up through 
the country as fer as Aleppo, 
taking two months on the journey. 
We visited thirty-nine towns and 
over three husdred villeges, and 
received over two thousand dele- 
gations and over three thousand 
petitions. JT do’not believe the 
East ever opened up its heart to 
the West in anything like the 
way it did to that Commission. 
We had the feelirz at once of 
great responsibility in carrying 
the message that came ont of the 
situation photographically to the 
Wert. . . 

Several things were perfectly 
clear, There was graat anxioty 
on tho part of all the Moslems to 
ba reconciled with the Western 
world.

The demonstrations did 
not involve any rioting, although 
they were very impressive. 
Similar demonstrations were 
occurring every day in the streets 
of Cairo, and as longasthere was 
noftioting the offictals paid no 
attention. The demonstrations of 
Damascus bed the result that tha 
crowd were shot into, at least 
severa! people were killed, and 
some of the leaders were sentenc- 
ed, without trial, to long terms of |.
